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commercial organizations. The subjects to be discussed and the general 
schedule of the two consecutive meetings are given in the enclosed 
preliminary program. The exhifel ts of commercial firms ans gover nmen t 
agencies are also interesting and instructive. 

lou are Invited to display samples of topographic maps of the 
USSR at various scales in the exhibit rooms of the meetings. If you 
wish to do so* an Immediate reply indicating the amount of vail space 
required would be appreciated. 

The week following the technical society meetings will be 
devoted to tours of the topographic mapping facilities of the Geological 
Survey, to discussions with its officers end personnel, and to tours of 
other Government and private surveying and mapping organizations . These 
tours will provide opportunities for your party to become familiar with 
topographic* mapping procedures and instruments in the United States, as 
well as for an exchange of viewpoints in toes® and other technical matters. 

Because of the subjects to be discussed at the meetings, and 

the wn ure of the operation® of the organizations to be visited during 

toe subsequent tours, toe Geological Survey feels that toe persons exert 

in the fields of cartography, topographic mapping end photogremmetry will 

benefit most. We thus hop® that you, as Chief of the GUCK, 9 nd, two 

additional experts from your organization, perhaps the chiefs or their 

representatives of toe Administration of the Topographic and Geodetic 

Services and the Central Scientific Research Institute of Geodesy, Aerial 
Survey and Cartography, will accept this invitation. 
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® Survey will provide interpreters, and make ell arrange - 
meats for attendance at the nestings, and for the tours end -travel 
associated therewith, including hotel reservations if desired „ 

Sis Survey resets, however, that it has no funds available for paying 
the expense of visitors to or while in the United States, and therefore 
normal expenses of the Soviet delegation for hotel, meals, and travel 
must be paid by the Soviet Union, 

topographic Division of the Geological Survey, under the 
direction of the Chief Topographic Engineer, prepares the maps that 
comprise the National Topographic Map Seri#* of the United States. The 
main activities are third -order control surveys, procurement of serial 
photography, photograEBaetrie surveys and map compilation, field surveys 
a or completion and inspection, and the scribing of color-separation 
plates, together with research and development for new or Improved 
instrumentation, programs and products. 

This invitation is extended in the expectation that the GUCK 
may wish to invite a similar group of United States mapping experts to 
attend technical meetings and to make appropriate tours in the USSR. 

This is consistent with, the program for scientific e xchang e now in 
effect between our two countries.
